the Chicago shippers and the railroads, 
iicriirdlng to a member ot tho Chicago 
association, provided that satisfactory 
rates would be made between Chicago 
and other portions of the state.

reduction of. 32 por cent is said to have 
been made. 
It did not provide, how- 


over, that any relief would be grant- 
ed to Springfield or Decatur, the oth- 
er two petitioning towns, or to any 
other towns! in tho state. 


Small Shippers Are Deserted. 


Thus the roads, while charging the 


Chicago shippers a rato in proportion 
to that required where the interstate 
commerce law Is Involved, would be 
free to charge tho shippers ot the 
small towns whatever sum they saw 


fit. 


Reliance was placed In Hie fact that 


tho shippers to the small towns would 
not be able to organize and bring pres- 
sure to bear on the roads, as did the 
Chicago shippers. 


Tho other petitioners In the fiielght 


rate hearing believed the Chicago ship- 
pers would stay In to tho finish as 
the Chicaso Shippers' association had 
produced practically all the evidence 
of discrimination against the roads 
operating In the state. 


II. C. Burlow, trafilc manager of the 


association, saitl that they had se- 
cured the necessary evidence against 
I ho railroad companies by collecting 
tho published freight 
tariffs 
of the 


saitto roads in other states and com- 
paring thorn with those in force in 
Illinois. 


How Evidence Was Secured. 


"Wo did not employ any agents or 


use any secret means In collecting 
our evidence." said Mr. Barlow, "and 
all our work In getting evidence was 
nhove hoaril. 
Witnesses went on the 


stand lit Springfield and swore to the 
truth of our statements." 


When the telegram was received at 


Sprluglleld anuouncalg the withdrawal 
of tho Chicago Shippers' association It 
created a sensation. The small ship- 
pers doing buslnes in other cities had 
entertained high, hopes that with the 
pov.-erful aid of the Chicago associa- 
tion, which had collected valuable ev- 
idence sustaining the charge of dis- 
crimination. In rates, the various roads 
would be forced to readjust their rates 
In Illinois to the mutual benefit ot both 
large and small shippers throughout 
.the state. 


Attorney Hamlln Intimated that the 


Chlcngo shippers had withdrawn from 
the hearing because they hail received

Overrules Motion to Dismiss. 


William C. Brown, attorney for the 


Chicago & Alton and Burlington, had 
previously made a motion that the 
case be dismissed when the action of 
the Chicago shippers 
was known. 


Chairman Neville overruled the mo- 
tion, however, and the contest will 
proceed. 


When asked 
the 
reasons for the 


withdrawal of the local shippers' as- 
sociation from the case, H. C. Barlow 
made tacit, admission that their ac- 
tion had been based on a promise from 
the railroads for material reduction In 
freight rntus 
to 
Chicago shippers. 


When pressed for a definite statement 
Mr. Barlow would «nly say that the ar- 
rangements were satisfactory to local 
shippers. 


A prominent merchant and member 


of the Chicago Shippers' Association 
said that the railroads operating In 
the state had been practically forced 
into granting reductions to local iirms 
through the fenr that If they persisted 
In bolstering up freight rates their 
earnings might be cut down by the ac- 
tion of state officials or by a boycott.

E. G. Lewis and the Directors Declare 


There Is Enough Cash to Pay 


All Depositors. 


St. Louis special:

G. Lewis' 


Peoples' United States bank is now 
in the hands of Jndge Selden P. Spen- 
cer, receiver, appointed by the circuit 
court of St. Louis county, in compli- 
ance with a petition filed by Attorney 
General Hadley. This action was tak- 
en after the consultation with Secre- 
tary of State Swanger, at which it was 
agreed that the fraud order issued by 
the postofflce department makes it im- 
possible for the institution to contin- 
ue to transact business. 


Judge Spencer gave bond in the sum 


of $250,000 and at once undertook tbo 
work of closing up the affairs of th& 
bank. 


Ho said that the bank has enough 


cash on hand to pay off all depositors 
In full, and that he will ask the court 
to empower him to pay off these 
claims on demand. 


The directors of the bank voted to 


fight the fraud order through the 
United States courts and to file Imme- 
diately an application for an injunc- 
tion to restrain the postal authorities 
from withholding the mall of the bank 
and of President Lewis. 


The directors also drew up resolu- 


tions declaring that both the fraud 
order and the appointment of" a re- 
ceiver to be unwarranted, unjust and 
unnecessary. The fraud order was de- 
clared unconstitutional and un-Amer- 
ican, 


Mr. Lewis also protested both the 


fraud order and the appointment of. a 
receiver, saying:

BARS STILL UP 


Exclusion Law Will Be Vigorously En- 


forced, Except as to the Privileged 
Classes Who Will Be Treated With 
More Courtesy. 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., dispatch: Immi- 


gration to the United States and its 
relation to the labor problem formed 
the subject ot a conference between 
the president and two of the import- 
ant leaders of organized labor, Samuel 
Gompers of Washington nnd James 
Duncan of Quincy, Mass., respectively 
the president and one of the vice pres- 
idents o£ the American Federation, of 
Labor. 


The conference was devoted particu- 


larly to a consideration of the order 
recently issued by the president re- 
garding 
the 
enforcement 
of 
the 


Chinese exclusion law. 
An impres- 


sion had been gained by many mem- 
bers of labor organizations that the 
order, to an extent at least, let down 
the immigration bars'so far as Chinese 
are concerned. The president assured 
his callers, however, that no such con- 
struction properly could be placed on 
the order and that he -was Just as 
vigorously opposed to the admission 
to this country of Chinese coolies as 
they could be. 


Refers to Exempt Classes. 


"The president's order related only," 


said Mr. Gompers, "to the so-called 
exempt classes, merchants, students, 
travelers and the like, who heretofore 
have had difficulty In gaining admis- 
sion to this country because of the 
many fraudulent certificates Issued to 
them and to coolies who are not en- 
titled to certificates in any event. We 
went over the entire matter thorough- 
ly, the conference being perfectly sat- 
isfactory to us. 


"The president suggested that In the 


course of. five or six months we again 
bring the matter to his attention in 
the light of the experience of that 
length of time in working under the 
order. 


Confer on Eight-Hour Law. 


"We also considered with the presi- 


dent the eight-hour law and the dif- 
ficulties which we had encountered In 
securing its enforcement on govern- 
ment work. We instanced violations 
of the law and requested him to con- 
sider them. 
He asked us to present 


the facts in a formal document, he re- 
fusing to take up the subject at once. 
Meantime he expressed himself as be- 
ing In entire sympathy with the law 
and insisted that it must be observed. 
We pointed out to him that officers of 
the war department under whose di- 
rection much government work is done 
were not inclined to insist .upon an 
observance of the law and many ot 
them had declined to regard it as their 
duty to bring suit to compel its en- 
forcement. 


Discuss Labor Interests. 


. "The president agreed with us that 
thi government officers ought to see 
to it that 
the 
eight-hour law was 


obeyed. 


"Our talk with the president -was 


•most satisfactory. We discussed gen- 
erally the condition and interests of 
labor, considered the subject of more

which they were made. 
A contract 


for 200,000 pairs of dress trousers Is 
In the hands of the manufacturers. 
Stoppage on this work also is expected 
within a few days. It is believed that 
the 
investigation 
which has been 


started will show that the government 
has lost millions of dollars by tho 
methods in vogue here. 


The contracts in question are held 


by three firms which have factories 
In this city and in Red Bank, N. J., 
and Egg Harbor, N. .7. As yet there 
are no charges of fraud in connection 
with -the investigation. 
The colossal 


losses are attributed to loose ways of 
doing buslnecs. 


The investigation Is the outcome of 


the trouble with the arsenal employes 
dating back to last winter and of the 
more recent scandal when the fore- 
man of the arsenal was forced to re- 
sign and eight cutters were dismissed.

The Canadian authorilles estimates 


the total immigration Inio Canada up 
to June 30, the figures for June and 
May not. being final, at 
148.261, as 


against 130,330 for the preceding fis- 
cal year. In proportion to population 
this Is equivalent to an Immigration of 
about two millions into the 
United 


States, or twice the volume the Re- 
public is actually receiving. It repre- 
sents a foreign dilution of tho popu- 
lation of Canada by two and- one-half 
per cent, of its total amount, and If 
It were maintained on the same scale 
it would eventually submerge the na- 
tive Canadians in a foreign majority. 
The evidence of Mr. W. D. Scott, im- 
migration superintendent, and Dr. P. 
H. Bryce. chief medical Inspector, be- 
fore a parliamentary committee con- 
veys the rather surprising informa- 
tion that Canada sifts her immigrants 
more carefully than the Unitral States. 
According to their figures Canada has 
rejected one applicant in every 290 
and the United. States only one in ev- 
ery 2, 665.—Collier's.

The trade of the coun- 
try is moving so rapidly that quite re- 
cently seven banks issued new shares 
at from 60 per cent, to 150 per cent, 
premium, thus increasing 
their

serves to the extent of $13,000,000, be- 
sides the capital increase. Last year 
the average bank dividend was 9.2 per 
cent.

Some other male has heard the 
challenge and, ileU.-ctlng the self satis- 
tied note In It. has answered, and we 
may tie fairly certain that they are 
hastening toward each other, each with 
the Intention of annihilating his foe or 
at leant, teaching him a lesson. 


"Oray squirrels, unlike most of the 


nxlents. do not hibernate In the winter 
time, but are abroad and very active 
(luring most of the season. Their nests 
are then In hollow trees, but they usu- 
ally leave tlic.se retreats In March and 
build airier and less vermin Infested 
abodes In the tree tops of leaves imd 
twigs. 
If you can watch a gray squir- 


rel gathering nuts In the fall you will 
iiee him take a nut In his check pouch 
and hup along the ground, testing It 
every few yards with tils front feet. 
When lie has found a spot entirely to 
his liking he will scoop out a shallow 
hole and, placing the nut In It, will 
cover It up with the loose earth. This 
be will stamp down and restore to Its 
former condition by scraping the loose 
leaves and small stuiies over It. 


'"rids performance he repeats again 


and again In that and other localities 
until be bus hidden away In this man- 
ner a large quantity of nuts, one squlr. 
rel often burying several hundred. In 
the winter, as he needs them, he un- 
earths these nuts, and It is wonderful 
bow unerringly he can go to his vari 
ous caches, even though, as frequently 
happens, they may nil be covered wltli 
a foot or imii'O of snow."

Is the plan of selllnp; stock In 
mythical rubber and coffee plantations 
that are Kent-rally located in Mexico. 
This applies to mines, but not so nu- 
merously.

By making 
Mexico the scene of their operations 
they can ward off exposure much long- 
er.

yolk Into a basin, heat well, melt1 two 
ounces of butter, add it to the eggs, 
also three ounces of grated cheese and 
a dust of pepper and salt. 


Roll out four ounces of puff pastry 


very thinly, stamp it out with a cutter 
the size of. the top of a claret glass. 


Spread a little of the mixture thinly 


over one round, not quite to the edge, 
brush ths edge of a second round with 
beaten egg. lay it over the mixture, 
pressing the edges together, brush 
over wltli beaten egs, lay on a bak- 
ing tin. and when all are made bake 
them In a quick oven Tor about ten 
minutes. 
Serve with a little grated cheese.

FOUNDER IS GOOD BORROWER 


E, G. Lewis, Magazine Publisher and 


Promoter of Large Enterprise*, Does 
Not Hesitate to Accept Loans on 
Personal Notes, 


Washington special: Tho People's 


United Slates bank of St. I-ouls. the 
unlyue mall order financial Institution 
founded by K. fi. 1-uwis, publUhor of 
the Woman's Magazine, and promoter 
of many large St. Louis enterprises, 
has been barrod from the malls under 
a. fraud order announced by Postmas- 
ter General Cortelyon. 


Tho same ord.'r includes 1-cwis and 


all oflici'rs and agents of the concern, 
which, established to conduct a bunk- 
ing business, to make loans, ami ac- 
cept deposits by mall, has done an 
enormous business In many states. 


State Enters Complaint. 


The character of tho enterprise was 


flrst called In question by the Mis- 
souri authorities, who raised tho point 
that Lewis was borrowing too heavily 
trom the Institution's funds for other 
enterprises la which ho was Inter- 
ested. 
"It Is understood that tho funds of 


the bank which 'mvo not been bor- 
rowed by Mr. Lewis and his enterpris- 
es, amounting to about two-thirds of 
the total amount remitted," says thu 
postmaster general in his announce- 
ment, "are deposited In banks and will 
bo available toward reimbursement of 
the stockholders, who number upward 
of 65,000. 


"Lewis represented that bo would 


subscribe to the capital stock a dollar 
for every dollar subscribed by all oth- 
ers, so that ho would own half of tho 
capital stock. 
Later he represented 


that ho had pledged his entire for- 
tune in this banking enterprise. Tho 
Inspectors found that Mr. Lewis had 
not co-operated to the extent of a 
single dollar, although tho bank had 
a paid up capital of J2.000.000. 


"March 15, 1305, Lewis had received 


for shares In tho bank $2.280,043.01, 
and had accounted to tho bank la Rn 
amount not exceeding $2,20-1.004. 


"Tills showed that every -rent of Ihe 


J2,000.000 capital stock which has been 
paid in was paid out of subscription 
money received by Lewis from tho 
public and that none of his own money 
had been Invested In the enterprise. 
This -was found to be the fact al- 
though Mr. Lewis had stated In writ- 
Ing to the Inspectors that $195,750 of 
the $500.000 paid In at the original in- 
corporation of the bank were his per- 
sonal 
funds. 
Subsequently at 
tho 


hearing 
before 
Assistant Attorney 


General Mr. Lewis admitted that that 
money was received by him from the 
people and was not his own. 


"The evidence shows, and Lewis ad- 


mitted, that hundreds of thousands of 
dol'lars were loaned to himself and his 
various enterprises, practically at his 
will. The day after the investigation 
began he placed In the assets two 
notes—one for $50,000, signed by him- 
self alone, 
without 
collateral, tho 


other for S14G.375.C3, signed by the 
board of directors. Mr. Lewis received 
no money from the bank nt that time, 
the notes being put Into the bank to 
cover money previously expended by 
him. 


"March 20 Lewis had loaned to him- 


self and his enterprises $307,538.83. 


"These loans Include $146,375.03 to 


the directors, $330,000 to tho Lewis 
Publishing Company, $34G,1G3.20 to the 
University Heights Kenlty 
and De- 


velopment Company, and ?25,000 to 15. 
G. Lewis. 
At that time Mr. Lewis 


had $43,730 of the bank's money In- 
vested In stocks and bonds of his en- 
terprises. 
Tho 
evidence 
further 


showed that Lewis had agreed to loan 
$CG,GGO.G6 of the bank's money on an 
unsecured note, 
but 
was prevented 


from doing so by Secretary of Stato 
Swanger. 


The University Heights Realty and 


Development Company, 
which 
had 


borrowed fro mthe bank $340,103.20, 
and the stock of which to the ex- 
tent of 1,277 shares Mr. Lewis sold to 
the bank, is shown to have assets 
consisting for tho most part of land 
purchased for $200.000 as a speculation 
in suburban property, and upon which 
Mr. Lewis stated about $150,000 had 
been expended. In. Improvements. 
Its 


liabilities are shown to.be $074,700.53. 
On April 8, 1305, the cashier of tho 
bank told the Inspectors that 4,381 
shares of the increased capital stock 
had been Issued 
and 
In every in- 


stance the shareholder had signed a 
proxy appointing Mr. Lewis to voto 
the stock. 
"Mr. Lewis Is receiving a large num- 


ber of remittances for stock In the 
bank In his own name. It further ap- 
pears that It Is the Intention of tho 
bank to Increase its stock to $5,000,- 
000."

for tho steel road shaper and heavy 
roler,

The idea ih 


to split a log, fasten the two halves 
together by cross pieces so that the 
halves will be about throe feet apart, 
on edge, parallel, .with 
split sides the same way 
a team to them in such a manner that 
the scraper or smoother so made will 
follow the team at an angle that will 
cause the dirt to gravitate towards 
the middle of the road. 
It shapes 


the road, smooths it and packs it, far 
the affair is heavy, and is provided 
with a platform upon

driver stands, adding his weight to 
that of tlie drag.
